Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Anthony Campbell on April 27, 2005. The application has been amended as 
follows: 

In the Abstract: 

Lines 7-1 1 , "attachments either have caster wheels attached or are coated with 
polytetrafluoroethylene so that they can be rolled or slid on a variety of surfaces. The 
elbow attachments and knee attachments are removably secured to the user by straps 
with hook and loop fasteners. The foot attachments have shoes that can be worn on 
the user's feet, and the hand attachments have a hand pad that can be grasped by the 
user. Alternatively, the hand" has been changed to -attachments have caster wheels 
attached so that they can roll on a variety of surfaces. The hand--. 
In the claims: 

Cancel claims 5-10 and 15-20. 
Claim 1 (currently amended) 

An exercise kit comprising: a glove having opposing ends comprising a hand 
attachment and an elbow attachment, an elbow base attached to one end of said glove, 
a hand base attached to said opposing end of said glove, and a plurality of wheels 
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attached to the bottom of said hand base and said elbow base; a boot having opposing 
ends comprising a knee attachment and a foot attachment, a knee base attached to one 
end of said boot and a foot base attached to an opposing end of said boot and a 
plurality of wheels attached to the bottom of said knee base and said foot base. 

Claim 1 1 (currently amended) 

The exercise kit as defined in claim 1 wherein said wheels are casters. 
Claim 12 (currently amended) 

The exercise kit as defined in claim 1 further comprising: a hand pad attached to the top 
of said hand base; an elbow pad attached to the top of said elbow base; and a knee pad 
attached to the top of said knee base. 

Claim 14 

The exercise kit as defined in claim 1 wherein said hand base, said elbow base, said 
foot base and said knee base are selected from the group consisting of plastic, steel, 
aluminum, titanium, wood, and carbon fiber composite. 



2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: although the 
prior art of Shibata, Walker et al, and Stoner show a device having a boot or stocking 
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with a pad at the knee, Ferriter, Legenstein, Davidson, Ferguson, Monreal and Cooper 
show a device having a knee pad with wheels and Sullivan et al shows a device having 
a scooter with front and rear wheels, and Prater shows a device having a glove with a 
roller, the prior art fails to teach or suggest singularly, or an obvious combination of a kit 
having a glove comprising a hand attachment and an elbow attachment and a boot 
comprising a knee attachment and a foot attachment where a hand base is attached at 
one end of the glove and an elbow base is attached at an opposing end of the glove 
and a plurality of wheels are attached to the hand and elbow base respectively. 
Furthermore, a knee base is attached at one end of the boot and a foot base is attached 
at an opposing end of the boot and a plurality of wheels is attached to the knee and foot 
base respectively as recited in claim 1 .
